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VEAR 


Cornell's Rivals Failed to Get Off. 
Great 


Disappointment Felt. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


HENLEY, England, July 9.—No finer 


day could have been chosen, so far as 
weather is concerned, for the great boat- 
ing regatta than that which broke with 
the rising sun this morning. The day is 
perfect. 


And never before today has so immense 


a throng gathered to witness the great 
annual boating event of England. 
In 


point of numbers, the crowds that line the 
Thames' banks from this place down to 
Pawley court, the end of the course, 
eclipse all previous gatherings. 


And what a gay crowd it is! In it are 


the admirers and supporters of almost all 
the great schools of England, beside the 
enthusiastic American contingent. There 
are also tue admirers of the Canadian 
lads 
and sympathizers of the 
fat 


Amsterdam boys who make up 
the 


"Dutchman's crew." The banks of the 
river look like sides of some great amphi- 
theatre. 
Everywhere are the colors of 


Oxford, Cambridge, Trinity aud Eton, 
and, 
by no means infrequently is seen the 


blended red and white of Cornell, telling 
in each incidence that some American has 
come to cheer on the plucky Yankee boys 
from New York state. The elite of Lon- 
don society is all here in the most fashion- 
able turnouts. Dignitaries and govern- 
ment officials vie with London sports and 
and jockeys for a commanding position of 
the course. No gayer scene has ever been 
witnessed at any sport event in England. 


The Cornell crew is incontestably the 


center of interest. Their splendid phys- 
iques and fine form have drawn out words 
of praise and surprise from all. The great 
mass of humanity about the starting point 
arose as one man, when the American 
boat shot out from its house and cheer on 
cheer went up fronf every throat, as the 
quick, jerky strokes of ;the Ithacan stu- 
dents shot their sheil toward the starting 
line. 


Owing to the narrowness of the river 


alog the race course it is necessary for the 
different crews to row by heats, two an<? 
two. 


The first race today was that between 


the Trinity Hall crew and that of the 
London Hovving club. Trinity Hall won 
handily by four lengths. Time 7 minutes 
35 seconds. 


The next heat was that between Eton 


nnd the Thames crews. This race was 
very exciting, Eton winning by a length 
and a quarter only. Time, 7 minutes 35 
seconds. 


Then came the third heat and the great 


race of today—Cornell and the Leanders, 
the latter crew being made up of the pick 
of the Oxford and Cambridge crews. And 
what a disappointment it was to prove. 


Hardly less interest has been taken in 


the welfare of the Cornell crew that 
landed at Henley June 6, than that taken 
last year in Yale's athletic teim which 
came to contest for international honors 
with Oxford. AH of sporting England has 
had its eye= turned on the water course of 
the Thames from Henley to Fawley court 
and return. 


There have been but two crews at Hen- 


ley which may be regarded at absolutely 
formidable so far as Cornell is concerned. 
One is the Leander, composed^of six Oxon- 
ian and two Cambridge men, and the 
other is the New college of Oxford. 
The 


other crews are thought to be mere side- 
shows, so far their chances of success are 
concerned. 


When the Cornell crew first arrived in 


England it was the mark for a great deal 
of fun-making. 
Englishmen could not 


accustom themselves to any respect for 
the short Courtney stroke of Cornell. But 
Britons have begun thinking that the 
American crew and its strange 
gaspy 


stioke, have some redeeming traits that 
demand attention as well as consideration. 
But in the last week or so with the crews 
training on the same seventy-flve-yards- 
wide stream, they studied each other so 
thoroughly that it came to seem to the 
Englishmen more like the probability of a 
heart-straining conflict than the one-sided 
encounter anticipated ten days ago. So 
in a few words, the situation changed. 
The Leanders felt that they had to do the 
best work of their lives to retain their 
right and title to the Grand Challenge 
cup, a trophy that is to English oarsmen 
what the America's cup is to the follower 
of the Yankee centerboard; and the eight 
youthful athletes from Cornell university 
realized that they had the hardest aquatic 
nut to be found in the whole of Great 
Britain to crack. 


The excitement was intense as the Le- 


anders and Cornell were preparing for 
position. It was the event that was to 
decide who should win the great challenge 
cup, and had been the talk of all England 
for weeks. 


When the starter believed both boats in 


position, the gun was fired. Out shot the 
Cornell boat but it was alone. The Le- 
anders had not been in position. There 
wasn't a perceptible sign of surprise in 
the Cornell boat, but quick and fast 
under the powerful strokes of 
the 


American boys their shell shot down 
the course alone. 
In the early start 


they rowed as if for life amid the cheers 
of Cornell sympathizers and thousands of 
American onlookers. A large number of 
Cornell students who were present ran 
along the tow path of the cou 'se cheering 
wildly, and excitement was intense even 
with the one boat in the race. 


No one knows what this race means. It 


is expected the Leanders will lodge a pro- 
test, on the grounds that the start was 
unfair. Cornell holds that her only course 
was to row the race as was done. 
The 


protest of the Leander will be considered 
by a committee this evening after the 
.day's racing is over. If the committee de- 
cides that Cornell is entitled to retain the 
heat, the Ithaca men will row with Irin- 
ity Hall in the second round of hea{s. 
tomorrow. 


Universal regret and disappointment in 


felt in the unsatisfactory way in which 
the race is left, and it is believed it will be 
rowed over. 


[LATER.] 


HENLEY, June 9.—The first heat of the 


race for the Steward's challenge cup was 
won by the London Rowing club, beating 
the Argonauts of Toronto by three feet. 
This was a 4-oar race. 


The wind was blowing strong off Berks 


shore this forenoon which favored the 
Cornell crew which had drawn a position 
on that side. Mr. Frances, manager of 
the Cornell crew, was unable to be taken 
on board the umpire's launch, which fol- 
lowed the boats over the course, as 
Willard, the umpire, thought she was al- 
ready filled. When 
Willard asked, 


"Are you ready," the Leanders shouted 
"No;"but apparently Willard did not 
hear them, as he said ''Go," when Cornell 
went off' in good style. 
The umpires 


launch did not follow for some time but 
as Cornell showed no signs of stopping, 
the launch eventually followed them 
down the course, while the Leanders re- 
mained at the starting point. 


Cornell, after rowing at a pretty fast 


pace for awhile, reduced their speed until 
their stroke became little better than pad- 
dling. They occupied eight minutes and 
eleven seconds in going over the course. 


New College of Oxford drew a bye for 


the first round, and it has now been ar- 
ranged that New College and Cornell 
shall row against one another tomorrow 
in the second round. 


HORKIFYIXG DISASTEK. 


Twenty-five Killed and Forty Injured On 


The Grand Trunk. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


SOUTH QUEBEC, Canada, July 9.—One 


of the most dreadful railway disasters 
that ever occurred in the Dominion hap- 
pened this morning on the Grand Trunk 
railroad at Craig's Koad station. Twenty- 
five persons were killed and over forty 
wounded. 


The accident occurred to the Pilgrim 


excursion train from Sherbrooke, Me., 
which was being run in two sections. The 
first section stopped at Craig Bead station 
to allow an up train to pass. While 
standing at the 
station the second 


section ran into it, causing disaster such 
as is rarely witnessed. The engine of the 
second section ploughed through the 
Pullman and first-class cars of the station- 
ary train, mixing injured, dead and living 
with splintered up wood in a most horri- 
fying manner. The scene was indescriba- 
ble. 
Those who escaped without in- 


jury were terrorized and 
women and 


children were almost 
uncontrollable. 


Ten 
passenger 
cars were wrecked 


and the engine of the second section 
was completely demolished. 


The accident has caused widespread 


commotion in this section. People are 
coming from all directions to the scene, 
most of them bent on rendering what 
assistance they can. A special train which 
was made up at Levis arrived, bringing 
railroad officials, surgeons and wrecking 
crew. 
They d;d remarkable work in 


rescuing and attending to the injured and 
removing the dead. Tha injured are scat- 
tered far and wide throughout the sur- 
roundiagresidenceswhere they are receiv- 
ing the best attention possible under the 
limited conditions. Most of the dead and 
many of the injured were conveyed on 
the relief train to Levis.

EXCITEMENT AT POWNAL. 


The Community Aroused by Fires Be- 


lieved to be Incendiary. 


The people of Pownal, Vt., are gener- 


ally exercised over the recent fires in that 
town, which there is every reason to 
believe were caused by an incendiary. 
Within a week there have been three fires, 
destroying a large tenement house belong- 
ing to Daniel F. Bates, a tenement house 
owned by Mr. Potter and a barn belong- 
ing to another man. 
The circumstances 


leave no doubt that these successive fires 
were the work of an incendiary and there 
is- consequently much excitement and 
apprehension in the community. A year 
or two ago Williamstown suifered serious- 
ly at the hands of a firebug who was never 
detected, and the town of Lebanon 
Springs, N. Y., has been a heavy sufferer 
during the past year, as readers of the 
local papers well know. Although heavy 
rewards have been offered for the convic- 
tion of the fiend who is responsible for 
these crimes, he has never been detected 
and is at liberty to continue his nefarious 
work. Whether he has changed his base 
of operations to Pownal for a time cannot 
ot course be known at present, but the 
fact that three towns within so small an 
area of country have been similarly visited 
•would indicate that the work might be 
that of the same dangerous character. 
The Pownal fires have brought from the 
insurance companies an offer of §100 
reward for'the arrest and conviction of 
the criminal, to which A. G. Parker of 
Pownal has added $25. The unprotected 
buildings in Pownal are being rapidly 
covered with insurance.

Cottage Life in a Quiet and Beautiful 


Retreat Briefly Described. 


LAUEEL BEACH, July 6,1895. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT,—Well, here we 


are at camp. We left North Adams last 
Monday at 11.39,went through our famous 
tunnel, (which I think we would have 
hardly noticed had it not been for the 
smoke, so familiar has it become) and, 
changing cars at the other side, we were 
soon en route for camp. 


The ride up the Narrow Gauge road is 


truly a beautiful one. On both sides of the 
track rise steep hills covered with ver- 
dure, while here and there may be seen a 
white farmhouse or an old sugar shed. 
About an hour's ride brought us to Jack- 
sonville station. Here the train left us, 
shouting back a hoarse "good by," and as 
the sound died away in the distance we 
felt as though we were hundreds of miles 
from anywhere. We were, however, too 
hungry by this time to muse over the 
quietness of our surroundings, and fifteen 
minutes later a passer-by might have seen 
all five of us sitting on the grass, making 
way with a substantial lunch. 
The two 


teams which were to transport us and our 
baggage came along in a very short time, 
and about 4 o'clock in the afternoon we 
were deposited safely at Laurel Beach. 
We began at once to get settled,for things 
were in rather a confused state. Tables, 
chairs, lounges, pictures, and rugs looked 
as though they had been having a foot- 
ball match and had just scored a touch- 
down. That night we went to bed tired, 
but happy, for we were at last established 
for the summer. 


Not much happened the next day. We 


re-explored the grounds, went boatingi 
caught some pickerel for breakfast the 
next morning and enjoyed ourselves gen- 
erally. The following day was quiet, but 
not the evening, for was it not the third 
of July? And what of that? What, in- 
deed ! This is the crowning night of the 
year; the night of the great annual ball at 
the Gleu house, I went. Of course I 
went. There were about 130 couples pres- 
ent from all the towns for miles around. 
Rowe, Heath, Wilmington, Halifax, Jack- 
sonville and even Athol were represented. 
When they formed for the grand march it 
was a pretty sight, the ladies in bright- 
cOloi'Bd dresses making a brilliant con- 
trast to the gentlemen with their black 
suits and immaculate oollars and cuffs. 


The dancing at one of these balls is de- 


cidedly different from that in the cities. 
To begin with, out of the twenty-four 
numbers on the program only three were 
round dances. The old-fashioned figures 
still keep the lead, and money musk.Hull's 
victory and Portland fancy, are entered 
into by the young people with as much 
zest as their lathers and mothers showed 
forty years ago. Music from Brattleboro 
was engaged for the evening, and It was 
very good indeed. 


The supper also had a flavor all its own. 


Home-made bread and butter, cold meats, 
and strawberries came first; then came 
cake and pickles, pie, real old-fashioned 
pumpkin pie, and cheese; then for desert 
there were bananas and oranges. 
The 


whole evening was delightful in spite of 
the small boys who were "making night 
hideous" with cannon firecrackers. The 
Fourth had begun to dawn ere the merry 
party broke up with many regrets until 
another year. 


The afternoon of the Fourth we were 


much surprised at caflp by receiving a 
visit from two of our North Adams young 
men, Howard Underwood and Frank 
Watson, who had com'e from home on 
their wheels that day by way of Wilming 
ton. As they were anxious to get back to 
Wilmington that afternoon, their stay was 
only long enough for them to try their 
muscle in the row-boat, which they did in 
a most effective manner. Later on, the 
same day, E. L. Ashman drove up. 
He 


came to look at the lot on which he is 
having a cottage built, and expressed him- 
self as very much pleased with the place. 


With the exception of these incidents 


which I have mentioned our camp life has 
been very quiet so far. That is what we 
came for, and we are satisfied. 
There is 


something restful in merely sitting on the 
piazza and looking at the view. Straight 
ahead in the distance are the Green 
mountains, with a few old farm houses 
scattered here and there among the uot- 
hills. On both sides are the woods and 
behind the woods at the right rises a low 
hill on which is an old cemetery. Back 
of this there is another hill crowned by a 
fine sugar orchard. And at your very 
feet, lying, as it were, in the lap of the 
green hills, are the rippliug, shimmering 
waters of Laurel lake.

STRANGE 
CANDY 
BUSINESS. 


A Business Man Leaves His Partner and 


His Lover, too. 


A candy man came to town some weeks 


since and exhibited his skill in making 
sweet stuff in several of the principal 
grocery stores. He grew tired of such ex- 
hibitions and looked around for an oppor- 
tunity to enter into the wholesale and re- 
tail candy business. He came across a 
man who had some money and wanted to 
enter business, too. A partnership was 
soon formed and a store opened on Centre 
street. A large stock of candies was stored 
and business begun under favorable con- 
ditions. Candy man No. 1 did not do 
business as candy man No. 2 desired and 
was more attentive to outside matters 
than those of 
the store, as 
his 


partner thought. This 
dissatisfaction 


grew until selling 
out 
was 
talked. 


At last candy man No. 1 agreed 
to purchase the interest of candy man No. 
2, and No. 2 was so delighted at the pros- 
pect ot being free from the business that 
he allowed No. 1 to handle most of the 
money and arrange matters. In a week 
after such liberty was allowed No. 1 left 
town suddenly and under such conditions 
that No. 2 sought the advice of the police. 
Nothing could be done for him by the 
officers. He has to bear whatever loss he 
suffered without hope of regaining it. 
Candy man No. 2 is not the only one dis- 
turbed over the disappearance of No. 1. 
Among the outside matters that occupied 
his time was a young woman to whom he 
was very attentive. His attentions indi- 
cated more than a sudden leaving without 
good-by and it may be supposed his unan- 
nounced departure was painful. 


Deserted at Augusta, Me., and Made His 


Way to Williamstown in Tramp 


Fashion. 


It is not a common thing for a man to 


escape from the regular army, but for a 
man who has made his escape to give 
himself up to be taken back is another 
thing. Sunday afternoon while Sheriff 
Dumfrey was talking with two other men 
in Williamstown a young man came up 
and asked which one was the sheriff. His 
question was answered and he then told 
his story and requested that the sheriff 
take him into custody. He said that his 
name was Frank E. Bowden, that he was 
twenty-three years of age and that he had 
escaped from the regular army at Augusta, 
Me., on the 4th of July. 
He told the 


sheriff that there was good money in it, 
as the reward for an escaped soldier was 
$60. Mr. Dumfrey was somewhat inclined 
to disbelieve the man's story but he never- 
theless telegraphed to Augusta 
and 


found everything to be as Bowden had 
stated. Bowden was accordingly held un- 
til yesterday afternoon, when the recruit- 
ing officer arrived and carried him back 
to Augusta. 


Bowden says that up to a year ago he 


was an industrious, hard-working young 
fellow. He then joined the army, but 
soon became dissatisfied with the life and 
longed for freedom. As the 4th of July 
was a busy day he thought it a good 
chance and so carried out the plan of es- 
cape which he had laid. He says he 
traveled as far as Athol partly on 
foot 
and 
partly 
in 
freight 
cars. 


From Athol he paid his fare on a pas- 
senger t'rain as far as Willtamstown and 
arrived there with two centa in his 
pocket. By giving himself up he expects 
to get a sentence1 of about a year, which, 
together with his other year, will make 
only two years in the army, whereas if he 
had stayed he would have had to serve 
three years before he received his dis- 
charge. 


Bowden says he has escaped four times 


in all, and each time he has given himself 
up and has received no punishment ex- 
cept a fine. He is willing to serve his 
year and then to leave the army forever. 
Sheriff Dumfrey is to be congratulated.

A GREAT WEEK IN BOSTON 


A vast army of young people are to take 


possession of Boston tomorrow, and hold 
it for five continuous days. The whole 
city has surrendered itself to the Christian 
Endeavor invaders, who will pitch their 
tents on Boston Common, who have the 
whole police force at their service, who 
are given the right of way to all public 
buildings, and have received official ret og- 
nition of the city authorities as a religious 
gathering. Indeed the Hub is hung v ith 
banners that bear the inscription, "C. E., 
Boston '(15." 


Xo les<- than 230 meetings will be held 


during the five dnyf of the convention, 
and more then 1003 addresses will be de- 
livered. The choruses will comprise more 
than 3000 voices, selected frojn various 
societies of Boston and vicinity. On July 
17, a bicycle tiip to Lexington and Con- 
cord, over the exact route taken by Paul 
Revere, has been arranged, the cycling 
contingent including a ladies' corps and a 
pastors' corps. The ways and means of 
keeping up the enthusiasm aud holding 
the delegates under orders are as unique 
and original as the size of the convention 
is imposing. The delegates will be ktpt 
in hand as completely as in an armed 
camp. The main auditorium will be the 
big hall of the Mechanics' Building, with 
a seating capacity of 10,000 Ipeople, while 
branch meetings almost without number 
will be held in shops, factories, stores and 
halls. 


The history of the growth 
of the 


Christian Endeavor^novement reads like 
some'fabulous story of ancient lore. The 
wonder of it is hardly less than the chil- 
dren's crusade that swept through south- 
ern Europe in the early part of the thir- 
teenth century, andpts usefulness and in- 
fluence for good on. the world is infinitely 
greater. Starting in Xew England four- 
teen years ago, this movement has goi-e 
all over the earth. What a contrast this 
convention will present as compared to 
the first convention, held in Portland, 
Me., the ciby of its origin, in 1883. Theie j 
\\ere 200 in attendance, being mostly the 
local societies. The next year its indefa- 
tigable organizer, Dr. Clarke, increased 
the representation at the convention in 
the same city to 400. At Lowell the fol- 
lowing year, it was 600, and at Ocean Park ! 
in 1SS5, the convention numbered 803 dele- 
gates. At Saratoga in 1886 the repressnta- 
tion was 1200, and 2000 the next year at 
the same place. Then began the rapid j 
national growth. In Chicago, in 1888, 
5000 came together; in Philadelphia, in 
1889, 7000; at St. Louis, in 1890, 10,000, and 
at Minneapolis in 1S91, 14,000. Then came 
the memorable convention of New York 
in 1892, when 30,000 Endeavours met. 
That showed the possibilities of these an- j 
nual conventions. At Montreal, in 1893, 
30,000 gathered at that somewhat remote 
place, and at Cleveland, in 1894, under the 
most adverse conditions of depressed 
times, and during the great railroad strike, I 
there were 40,000. Under more favorable I 
conditions throughout the country, and ' 
with Boston's attractions, it is safe to ex- 
pect the conservative estimate of 50,000, i 
which will \ ery likely be swelled to 
fifl,000. 


This meeting of the representatives of 


2,500,000 young and enthusiastic Caris- 
tians will undoubtedly be the most re- 
markable religious gathering ever held in 
this country. And what does it mean •> 
Less than twenty-five years, ago the con- 
ception of this wonderful movement was 
not even formulated in the mind of any 
man. How many people reahVs that the 
Christian Endeavor movement, partly an 
im ention, partly a discovery, partly an in- 
spiration, is a prodigous event of the last 
quarter of the 19th century,epoch-making, 
revolutionary, phenomena', unprecedent- 
ed, unparalleled; an event every way 
worthy to be compared, when viewed 
merely as an event, regardless of all ques- 
tions about the truth ani value of re- 
ligion with the very greatest social events 
of the age, with influences as far reach- 
ing as those resulting from the inven- j 
tions of electric 
or 
steam 
power? 


Some more or less vague conception of j 
these facts multitudes of people have, no 
doubt. The inadequacy o'' the general 
notion is aot wholly strange. The times j 
in which we live—"We are living, we are 
dwelling in a grand and awful time. In 
an age on ages telling, to be living is sub- 
lime," is so full of wonders, of wonders 
succeeding wonders with lightning like 
rapidity, that the quickest and keenest 
intellect cannot keep pace with all and 
keep watch upon all.

WORCESTER COUNTY CROPS. 


Farmers Sustain Serious Lasses From 


the Hail Storms. 


A Brimfield farmer who has lately visited 


some of the farms over the line in Warren 
and Brookfield that were struck by the re- 
cent terrific hail storm reports that they 
present a devastated appearance unlike 
anything before seen in that part of the 
country. It is a fine farming region and 
vegetation was looking at its best. The 
crops which were generally in a thriving 
condition were destroyed in less than an 
hour. Potatoes that were in blossom and 
had tubers of considerable size were cut to 
the ground and the leaves hacked to 
pieces. Corn fields of from 
two 
to 


lour acres, where the stalks were grown 
to the height of eighteen inches, pre- 
sent a forlorn appearance, the stalks 
being entirely stripped and cut down 
to within a few inches of the ground. 
Mowings suffered terribly, the grass, in 
some cases being actually swept off, while 
one fine piece of herds grass was twisted 
and torn and beaten down as if it had 
been overrun by a drove of cattle. 


One farmer who usually cuts from 


eighty to ninety tons of hay estimates a 
prospect of only ten tons. 
Another who 


cuts from forty to fifty tons says he does 
not expect to get more than five tons, and 
a third, one of the largest farmers in the 
vicinity, says he will sell all the grass he 
has left for |500. Orchards met with a 
similiar fate. Apple trees that had es- 
caped the late frost which has threatened 
the apple crop in the vicinity and were 
looking finely, having an abundance of 
good-sized fruit, were stripped of fruit and 
foliage, besides having the limbs battered 
and grazed as if pounded with a hammer. 
The damage caused by the breaking of 
windows was great, one house having 200 
panes broken ; another 150, and others not 
far from the same number. 
The loss to 


the farmers amounts to thousands of 
dollars.—Springfield Republican.
